Tee gt India mail brings us 
yet another gcheme, this time emanating 
from Dr. J, A. Tornen, Health Officer for 
Bombay. Dr. Turner is an. carnest: sup- 
porter of the segregation theory, and holds 
hat the only really valuable method we 
have of checking the spreadof plague is by 
removing the ‘infected to hospital or 
thorouphly isolating them and the contucts 
to an uninfected locality und preventing 
any communication ‘with infected areas.

Committee, This is nothing less than 
a suggestion to provide accomniodation for 
six months or more in Back Bay, Bombay, 
on floating houses or piers where the people 
could go backwarda and. forwards to work, 
where cach and overy person could. be 
under supervision, every cise of sickness 
reported and cvery death verified, where 
they would get fresh air and sunlight, and 
water” for washing free. He proposes, in 
fact, to transform 300,009 poor inhabitants 
of Bombay into u temporary hoat popula- 
tion, This, he says, may appear a large 
undertaking, but apart from the money 
difficulty it is perfectly feasible.

_ It appears an appropriate time to nel you to 
bring to public notice a question nifeoting the 
drees-not only of the military, but_also of tho 
naval-forces of the Crown; I mean the achieve- 
ment of invisibility withoutconcealment, whiok 
onght to enter so largely in future into tho 
rejence of facties and the handling of soldiers 
in the fiold, more particalarly cwing to loug- 
range fire, tha necessity ot wide formation ond 
mobility and independent action of the uvit, 
and the feoling of security which » pruciioally. 
invisible uniform ‘brings, As @ general 
ralo the colour of. the country -and of 
nature's background, on and ogainst which 
things are soon, is eithor some shade of. green, 
asin Europe, ond in certain times and scisons 
eeowhere, or elso of a light yellow or ochreous 
groy, os in tho plains of Iddin, or in the deserts 
of Egypt ond Scmolilond, in which I have 
repeatedly journeyed during the Jast 20 years, 
Bat the colour of. ordiowy kheki is neither 
one thing nor the other. , It is thorofore 
contended that: armies sent into the field 
should weer khuki or somo material ‘of one of 
the above coléms, or of both. For instavce, 
oar Army now in Somuliland should, havo 
been clothed in the colour partly of tho Somali 
dosert and partly of the miniosa trees, with 
which the entire country is sparsely covered.

THE HEALTH OF THE ARMY. 
——+—+—— ‘ 


A Blue-book has recently been issued contain- 
ing the statistical report f the health of oar 
troops at home and abroad for tlis year 1901. 
It is. stnted that the average strength of 
European troops serving at home and obros?, 
exclusive of South Africa, in that yoor, as 
computed from the roturns reoeived by the 
‘Army Medical Department, was 196,790 warrant 
and men. 
"Phe total nomber of admissions to hospital was 
172,408, snd the total deaths 1,762, Tha.ad- 
missions represent a ratio of 878'6 per 1,000 of 
strength as obore; the deaths one of TT por 
1,000, on a.strongth of 928,816, which inoludos 
etached ‘men not shown in the re turns roceived. 
Awongat the troops serving in the United 
Kingdom, the admission. and coustantly’ wick 
rates were higher, and the mortality rate lower, 
than io 19,0. At Gibraltur the. admission, 
death, ood constantly sick rates, were lower 
than in 190, In the Malta command, which 
included Crete, the admission, mortality, and 
constuntly sick rates were slightly higher then 
in ‘the provions year, The admission and 
death rutes for enteric fever were higher 
Ubon in 1900, bat were considerably below the 
average for tho decennial period. Malarial 
fovers furnished a higher admission rate than 
ju the previoas year, tho large incrense 
jn the number of eases being due to the 
prevalence of ague in Crete, where, daring the 
atter portion of the year, the disease was 
epidemio, Tho senior medical officer at Crete 
attributes the cause of the outbreak to the bite 
of infected mosquites. “In Coneds tho health 
of the troops was good, there being a decrease 
in the admission rate, but an increase in the 
mortality snd constantly sick ratios, a8 
compared with 1900, In Bermuda the decline 
in enterio fever referred. to in tho previous 
year's report was sgain maintained in 190). 
“At Barbad.4 the health of the frosps was 
wero higher 
then in 1900, though below iho average 
rates. Yellow fever caused five admissions sud 
four deaths at St. Lucia, the disenso having 
been probsbly imported into the colony by 
shipping from Sonth America, At Jamnica it 
is noted that the health of the troops, although 
good, was not gnite equal to that in the previous 
year.' In Western Africa, malarial fevers, 
although not 80 prevalent a8 in previous. years, 
furnished os usnal the majority of the admiz- 
done. ‘As yegards South Africa, no on- 
nuel retoros of sick have been submitted, 
and statistics for comparative purposes 
cannot for the present be prepared. . In 
Manritias.. the health _ of the. troops was 
rood, slthongh showing increase in. the 
a lasitsion, death, and constantly sick rates. Tn 
eylon.there was a decrease, in the admission 
raiv for. disosses, as 2 whole, as compared with 
the previous year, although malarial fevers aud 
dysentery showed an increase, duo to the large 
‘guuber: of admissions in 8 battalion which 
arrived from India during the Jatter part 
of the year. In the Straits Settlements the 


health of the troops oas been most satisinstory. 


In China the atio of admission was higher, 
pat those of morlalify and consta:tly sick were 


‘jw words, almost as tenp: bolow—tho-surface; 
sheer, Betwoon those hills are steop valleys

After miles upon 
miles of scenery, in which the dwindling figure 
npon the verst-post is the only thing of intorest 
or consolation, after days of snowstorm or tho 
worse alteruntive of enow-blink from the blind- 
ing ap-throw of the enn outside, after millions, 
of birches and tens of millions of ‘pines, all 
exactly tho some and disposed alike upon the 
illimitablo flatnoss of the white Siberian phin, 
one hails tho sight of the inland ‘moa with 
Xonophontic thankfulness, 
OVER THE LAKE: 

‘As the train stopped at last at the lake side 
terminus, Percomnaia, thore was 4 great north 
witd hard blowing’ undor tho bluenesa of the 
sky, bright und level, From the euporhpated 
corridors of the train ope dives into the air 
with s caught breath and s somewhat staggered 
relief. Ont before one lies the great lake, ive- 
bound from shore to shore, a prey-weite shietd 
sunk ina rim,of small-ashen mountains clear 
from end to end except where a: threatening 
spin of darker grey veils two compass points 
to the west-nor’-west. Tho luxury of a sledge 
to oneself is no great expense, and one is svon 
helped over the side of a huge eight-foot basket, 
whorain five or six crudely-cuced furs, press 
down a foot of hay. A rattle and .a jolt 
ever’ the frozen, ruts of. the lavding-place, 
and one is off, A hundred yards further, 
beyond, where the thrast of the expanding 
jeo-field has piled smal ice-flres near the 
shore, the running becomes, easy and the paco 
quickens, It is as exhilarating ay tho sun-up 
on tho high South African veldt, and the houre 
raze by. Our leading stedge, thanks to its 
occupant, n Russian official, has grace of way 
beside the lino of telegraph polea that is yoarly 
resocketed from shore to shore across the white 
pluin, and the long, slow trains of incoming 
sledges carve outwards in dali curiosity ng the 
French-grey coat of tho officer peops ont from 
beneath the furs. ‘But my ‘driver lies always 
close, riding of any sledge that may from time 
to time try to usurp the second place, and raady 
for the last sprint to the half-way houae. 

FROM HOT-TO COLD. : 

The sun flares from the ice. Overhead the 
sky is turqueise, and as-0n6 looks ‘across ‘the 
Jako whore the. curvatare of the earth soma 
curiously marked; the farthest line ‘of monutains, 
hull-down to tho north, has, in default of dust, 
to borrows docent veil, of vivid blag from the 
very air. Tho wiad' drops insensitly, and the 
sir is hot, though the rapid movement of the 
sledge still fans one as one moves, But ten 
miles out, in o- moment, trom’ behind, without 
warning, wo argcaught up by sstorm, This is 
no snow like that which gently sifts down all 
night and just maintains its morniog footing on 

U Rnglish geass, This is atuard-driven, storm of 
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tiny, pungent, stinging missiles that “lie” 
whore they touch, for the herald wind, has 


frozen tho aurfaco of overything in its path—— ~~ 


white dust no Jarger than pounded angar 
but as cold as the Ninth Circle, In, a flash 
the momary of a phrase ‘that would be 
strauge if it hnd not alwaya beon so fawiliar 
iaeiraplitied honoeforth. It is not snow at all, 
“ He oasteth forth his,ico like morsels.” It is 
that and nothiog else, and ona, dives down 
beneath the furs, covering the very top of one’s 
cap from the bilter wmitraillerse. When ono 
omerges ono hardly recognises the great, broad. 
boamed ‘Russian who drives. To windward ho 
lis 8. Martin cloaked with o cake of knoaiuil ica, 
armoured with brassards and cuisses of dozaling : 
white, and his hair. to the north is stiff and 
matted and grey, But tho storm subsides aa 
quickly oa it rose, and the long manes and tails 
of tho horsva are melted and dried again ino” 
few minutes and raying out in the wind na 
roggedly as ever. Tho half-way house is soon 
within o fow husdred yards aud my driver 
makes his effort. For fifty years there 
is an attempt_at a race, bul Michaol takes 
a strong lead, oud is soon giving his 
rivul what correyponds to bia wash-—that is, 
tho hurricane of snow-enkes that are slung with 
the force of a catapult from the hoofs of-a-gal- 
loping horso over snow.
